Paris, Dec. 9.—Ravachol’s avengers are at 
work. Adynamite bomb has been thrown 
and expioced in the hall ot the Chamber of 
Deputies and a number of persons injured; 
possibly several have been killed. 5 

The dastardly erime took place at exactly 
oclock this afternoon. At that bour 
the Chamber had begun its session. 
The seats of the legislators were filled as 
usual with deputies, but as the proceedings 
were not of a very interesting character, the 
galleries around the chamber were not 
crowded, although they were well filled. 

Suddenly from the right gallery a bomb 
was thrown inthe midst of the assembled 
Deputies, causing a loud explosion, and a 
scene of great panic and wild confusion. 

In the panic that ensued, in the efforts of 
members and spectators to get out of the 
ali ana away from the danger of a possible 
second explosion, many persons were 
trampled upon and some seriously injured. 

WOMEN'S SHRIEKS.

It is announced that the police. have made 
several arrests from among the people who 
were in the galleries atthe time of the ex- 
plosion.

the most admirable coolness and courage, 
and is said to have done everything possible 
to restore order and to prevent a spread of

THE KILLED AND WOUNDED. 
AtSo’clock the announcement was made 
by the police who still refused to permit 
newspaper men tofenter the Chamber, that 
noone had been killed outright, and that 
only three persons were wounded by the ex- 
plosion ofthe bomb. The names they re- 
fused to give. 

There are people who insist, in spite of the 
announcement of the police, that two De- 
puties were killed on the spot and that many 
were wounded. Among the wounded deputies 
mentioned as being seriously wounded 
is M. Dumas, Deputy, from Allter. It is sata 
that the bomb seemed to be filled with shot 
or slugs and that when it exploded these mis - 
giles were thrown with the greatest force in 
all directions, reaching even as high as the 
galleries, 

Another rumor is that Deputy Le Mire‘de 
Vilers and one of the Deputies of the Social- 
istic party, whose name is not given, were 
instantly Killed, and that an attendant or 
page was blown to shreds by the explosion. 

In addition it is known that M. Burton 
Traebin, a newspaper man, who was on the 
floor of the chamber was badly wounded in 
the forehead. 

NO ONE KILLED OUTRIGHT. 

Later in the evening it was possible to 
gather a few more meager details of the 
result of the bombexplosion. It is said that 
no one was killed, but the numder of 
injured and the character of their wounds 
cannot yet be learned. A deputy who wit- 
messed the scene says that it was awful. 
When the panic had somewhat subsided 
end it was discovered that nobody was killed 
outright, Mu. Dupuy rang the bell of the Pres- 
ident of the Chamber calling the Deputies to 
resume their seats. About one-third of the 
number of Deputies present at the time of 
the explosion obeyed the summons of the 
President ot the Chamber, and when they 
were seated M. Dupuy arose and said as 
caimiy asif nothing had happened: such

THE PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT MORE 
DETERMINED THAN EVER. 


Small Differences May Exist in the Ranks

He Says Mr. Cleveiand Wiil Be Lenſent 
With the Hawaiians. 


LONDON, Dec., 9.—Nelther the Foreign 
office nor the Hawalian Charge d' Affairs 
have any advice concerning Hawali from 
Auckland to-day. 

A representative of the press showed 
United States Ambassador Bayard the dis- 
patch from Auckland. Mr. Bayard read it 
with great interest and then said: 

„President Cleveland will deal with the 
weak Hawallans in the most magnanimous 
manner, and will not force upon.them a 
Government which they have not hada full 
chance to discuss. 

Regarding dispatches published in the 
Times and Standard to-day, -indicating that 
Presiéest Cleveland te aboat tn reverea hic 
Hawalian policy, and that new instructions 
to this effect have been sent to Hawali, add- 
ing that the whole question would be sent to 
Congress, Mr. Bayard said: 

„There can be no reversal of a policy based 
simply upon justice and magnanimity. Presi- 
dent Clevelanda’s policy is one of non-inter- 
ference. 

‘‘He had no intention of entering the 
island and deposing the Government. 
The policy of the United States to 
Hawall is not selfishness. On the 
contrary, President Cleveland’s intention is 
that no advantage shall be taken of the 
weakness of the Queen’s party and that the 
Queen shall have a full and fair chance to get 
on her feet if possible. Hawallan native 
autono has been so enfeebled bv late 
events that I hardly know whether the 
Hawatians cad avall themselves ofthe offer 
of the President to restore the Queen to the 
throne. 

The s representative at Liverpool has 
been informed that Mr. T. H. Davis, the 
guardian of the Princess, is now in Hawaii 
and the Princess is on the Continent. The 
last news received by a representative of 
Mr. Davisin this country confirms the dis- 
patch from Auckland, New Zealand. 


THE PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT. 


Ite Friends in This Country Feel Reas- 
sured—Cleveland’s Message. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., Dec. 9.—The steamship 
Monowal took the first news of the Gresham 
letter to Honolulu, arriving there on Nov. 23. 
Her arrival in Auckland now brings us the 
first news of the reception of the letter in 
Honolulu. The friends of the Provisional 
Government in this country have regarded 


as a crucial period for their cause, the in- 
terim before the public sentiment in this 
country on the Administration’s policy should 
become known in Honolulu. They have 
looked anxiously for the news from Honolulu 
up to the termination of this period, and feel a 
frankly expressed relief in having received 
it.

from ignorance or carelessness, might fail to strike 
out the name ia both places, he does net 
eontend that the ballots are to de treated 
as frandulentin themselves. The evidence shows 
that all the bailots cast at the election were in this 
form, and to treat them all as fraudulent bal- 
lots would operate to wholly defeat the election. 


LEGALITY OF THE BALLOTS. 

Judge Klein then quotes the law, citing 
section 4,678, which provides that ‘‘ifa bal- 
lot should be found to contain a greater 
number of names for any office than the 


number of persons required to ul 
such office, it shall be considered as fraudu- 
leut as to the whole of the names designated 
to fill such office, but no further, but no bal- 
lot snall be considered fraudulent for con- 
taining a less number of names than are au- 
thorized to de inserted. This section, 
adopted in 1863, is stilla partof the general 
law of the State, and, the opinion holds, must 
be applicable to elections in St. Louis. The 
opinion continues: 


Itiscontended by the learned coansel for con- 
testant that where the intention of the voter cas be 
clearly aseertained from an Inspection of the 
face his ballot in the light of the 
elreumstances surrounding the election effect§sh ould 
be given to such intentien and his ballot counted 
accordingly, unless expressiy forbidden by statute. 
Such is undoubtedly the law, (Here foliow 
series of precedents. ) —— the rule 
announced in these cases is applicable only under 
two conditions, viz., first, that the intention of the 
voter shall in the end clearly appear from the ballot 
itself, under the circumstances surrounding 
the election; ana second, that in giving 
effect to such intention the court is not required to 
disregard a positive command of the law to 
the centrary. For where the baliot is such 

to express inteation of 

where either one of two 

intentions is deducibie from the ballot, it 
eannot be determined what Intention the Veter 
actually had. And so where the law iteseif declares 
a epecified irregularity or defect of the balipt fatal, 
the courts will follow the command irrespeetive of 
their views of » importance of the 
reqairéments.

The opinion says in conclusion: 

Some question was raised at the trial as to 
whether Mr. Murphy, the contestee, was duly qual- 
ified forthe office in contest. There seems to de 
some doubt whetherin a case of this nature the 
qualifications of the contestee can be inquired into. 

A series of precedents are cited, and the 
opinion is given that the gqualificatiens of the 
contestee for the office are immaterial in a 
contested election case under our statute, 
which makes no provision for a trial or 
judgment upon any such issue. 

The decision of Judge Klein on ballots 
whe the name of a candidate has not 
been erased from the electors’ 
column, although scratched elsewhere, 
will } have a material bearing on 
all other election contests now pending and 
will also throw light on the O’Neill-Joy con- 
test ag to the State law on the subject.

ASCENT OF MOUNT KENIA. 


William Astor Ohanler’s Expedition in 
Very Bad Shape. 


Lorpon, Dec. 9.—The Royal Geographical 
Society has received news from the expedi- 
tion headea by the American explorer, W. 
Astor Chanler, who is bound for Mount 
Kenia in order to make the ascent of that 
great mountain of equatorial Africa.

The dental 
student upon making application to a dental 
college foradmission is obNged to showa 
certificate from some reputable educational 
institute, or pass an examination as to his 
eneral fitness to take up the study of 
entistry. He is thou required to 
take a three-year course in the dental col- 
lege. This three-year course embraces all 
the studies and lectures of the medical stu- 
dent, together with those of his chosen Call. 
ing. These studies (which from lack of time 
and space I will not name) have been found 
to De essential to tne successful practice of 
dentistry.

land. The prisoners in their confession have 
referred quite frequently o a colored man 
named Charley, Who was with the crowd, 
and who was one ofthe two who held re- 
volversto the head of young Fitewilliam, 
and the policé have been making a vigorous 
search for this negro. James Murray said 
that on the night after the murder he and 
the man Charley were down town together 
and in the vicinity of Eleventhand Morgan 
streets had visited different houses. 

Last night James Murray accompanied the 
officers to the places heand his confederate 
in crime, Charley, had visitedon that nignt, 
and it was learned that Charley was not so 
well known. It was ascértained, however, 
that Murray and a , negro named Charles 
Smith had visited a certain house together on 
the same night that ne and his friend 
Charley had deen out together, and the 
polt¢é now Believe that Smith is the man 
who was fmplicated in the killing of Fitz- 
william. Should ft be proven that he is the 
samé man, his case will not de heard by 
any earthly tribunal of justice; for Smith is 
now beneath the daisies. 

KILLED BY AN OFFICER. 

He died about two weeks ago at the City 
Hospital from the effécts ot a bullet wound 
inthe abdomen. Officer Meder of the Third 
District fired the stiot Which KHled Smith, but 
not untl Smith had fired a bullet into the 
officer’s groin. The shooting occurred early 
one Monday morning about three weeks ago. 
Smith, it seems, got into an argument with 
some white men in the néighborhood of 
Bighth and O'Fallon streets, and drawing 
bis revolver fired upon the men. Officer 
Meder heard the shooting and accosted 
Smith on Seventh and O'Fallon streets. He 
placed the negro under arrest, but just as he 
cid so smith put hig gun to the 
officer's side and fired. Quick as a 
fash OMcer Meder returned ithe fire 


and Smith started to run. He dodged into a 
neighboring alleyway and into a shed where 
he was found with a bullet wound in his ab- 
domen. He was taken to the City Hospital 
where he died several days later. Officer 
Meder is still laid up from the effects of the 
wound tn his groin. 


WAS PROBABLY SMITH. 

James Murray Goes nof know whether 
Smith is the man or not. He never Knew his 
friend Charley’s surname and could not say 
that he wasthe man. At any rate Smith is

The aggregate wealth of the Board of 
Directors of the East St. Louis Jockey Club 
is estimated by those who ought to know 
what they are talking about to be inthe im- 
mediate neighborhood of $2,000,000. This 
enormous sum is supposed to de distributed 
as follows: Alexander F. Ullman, $500,000; 
Peter A. Brad, $500,000; John Donovan, 
$400,000, Joseph F. Ullman, $300,000; Henry 
Steinmeyer, $100,000, and Secretary Edward 
W. Sinclair, $75,000. The famous Guttenberg 
quartette, composed of Messrs. Walbaum, 
Mclaughlin, Carr and Crusius, hardly repre- 
sent much more real cash than the 
East Side combination. The Ullman 
brothers, Steinmerer, Donovan and Sin- 
clair are all St. Loutsans. Brady 
isthe only outsider interested to any great 
extent. He made most of his money booking 
and racing horses and is now regarded as one 
of the most*successful bookmakers that ever 
mounted a block in this country. Joe Ul- 
man, no doubt, is the most noted member of 
the combination. He has had charge of the 
Hawthorne foreign book the past two years 
and his percentage of this profitable game 
must have amounted to quite a fortune. Joe 
started out inthe famous dld Elghth street 
pool alley and is now a well-known figure in 
turf circles all over the country. He 
raced the great raceland in his 
2 and 38-year-old form and was 
Ed Corrigan’s betting commissioner 
when the master of Hawthorne campaigned 
the biggest string on the Western circuit.

Dem ocracy Has Held It Uncons 
for a Governor to Be Elected United 
States Senator During His Term of 
Office—Henoce Gov.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 9.—The visit 
of Gov. Altgeld and other prominent Illinois 
Democrats to Washington in connection with 
the unveiling of the itatue of Gen. Shields 
has had as anincilentthe usual talk of 
combinations in Illinois politics. Most of 
this talk centers around the United States 
Senatorshkip, and is interesting from the 
fact that the Senate will choose a successo 
to Senator Cullom. 

The agitation in the West in favor ot the 
nomination of United States Senators by the 
people is likely to bear fruit, for it is general- 
ly conceded that bo:h political parties in 
Illinois next spring vill name their candi- 
dates for the United itates by State conven- 
tion. Up to this timeno one seems to be so 
prominently mention d among the Republi- 
cans as Senator Culhm, though if the Re- 
publicans should elec their Mayor in Chica- 
gO in the special election this month, he may 
encounter some Chicigo candidate. 

There is every indiation of a lively strug- 
gle among the Democrats for Senatorial 
honors. Gov. John ?. Altgeld, Col. William 
R. Morrison, Congessman Andrew J. 
Hunter, Supreme Ceurt Judge Simon P. 
Shope, Gen. John ¢. Black and National 
Committeeman Benjanin Cable have all been 
mentioned, but the subjoined statement from 
Hon, Wm. S. Cantiell, Chairman of the 
Board of Railroad Wire-house Commission- 
ers of Illinois, and oe of the warmest per- 
sonal friends of Gov, Altgeld and his confi- 
dential adviser, seens to take him out of the 
race. Mr. Cantrell te day said: 

I think the time his come for definitely 
announcing that Gov, Altgeld will not be a 
candidate for Uniteal States Senator next 
year. Youcan statethis with perfect con- 
fidence. The truth ig the Governor believes 
the Democratic party should be true to its 
traditions and policies, and one of these pol- 
icies has been that itis unconstitutional fora 


Governor to be electef United States Senator 
during the term to which he was elected 
as Governor. Ihe fact thatsome Republican 
governors have not observel what we Dem- 
ocrats believe to be one of the requirements 
of the constitutionof the State of Illinois 
does not justify the Demorrats in violating 
this, and Gov. Altgeld is determined, at the 
expense of any legitimat ambition he may 
have, to preserve thespirii as well as the let- 
ter of the constitution in this regard. So he 
will not be a candidate for Senator next year. 
Ihave heard mentionedas probable candl- 
dates, Col. Wm. R. Morison, Congressman 
Andrew J. Hunter and Sapreme Justice S. F.

Virginia’s Next Senator. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.— A movement was 
started in Washingtm to-day to undo the 
work of the Democratic caucus of the Vir- 


ginia Legislature, whereby Mr. Martin was 
nominated for United States Senator last 
night and Gov. Lee defeated. Gov. Lee has 
numerous friends here and some of them 
have been discussing the advisability of an

DEATH OF REV. J C. LEARNED. 


Preacher. 


John C. Learned, who died last evening, 
was born in Dublin, N. H., Aug. 7, 1834. He 
prepared for Dartmouth College in 1853, but 
was prevented from entering that institution. 
He came to Missouri about 1856 and taught 
school at Ozark for several years. Returning 
to the East he entered the Divinity school of 
Harvard University in 1859-60, remained 
three years and then spenta few months in 
Europe. He received his frst call as a Uni- 
tarian minister to the church at Exeter, N. 
Bie in 1863 ; was married to 


Miss Lucelia Wakefield in 1864 and 
In April, 1870, removed to 
St. Louis and became the first pastorof the 
Church of the Unity, which position he re- 
tained until death removed him. His wife 
survives and three children, all grown: Mr. 
H. B. Learned and Misses Agnes and 
Harriet. 

Such, in briefest words, isthe story of a 
life of eminent usefulnessand one that will 
ever be an inspiring example to those who 
were 89 fortunate as to come within the 
range of its influence. Mr. Learned was an 
uncommon man in Many ways. 
ally clear and vigorous mind 
been developed and cultivated by systematic 
study and extended reading, and the fund of 
varied knowledge thus acquired he knew 
how to communicate in most effective man- 
ner. Few ever went to him for information 
on any subject without obtaining what they 
sought, or being told where it could be 
found, He was a strong and fearless 
thinker, with allthe courage of strong and 
fearless convictions, yet always respecting 
the opinions of others, howevery widely they 
might differ from hisown. On all questions 
he was broad and liberal;in none narrow or 
bigoted. The windows of his soul were ever 
thrown wide open forthe incoming of new 
light from any and every quarter, and he 
took truth for authority, and not author- 
ity for truth. These qualities were mani- 
festin his discourses and writings, secular 
and sacred, and gave them a pith and power 
rarely 1 

But Mr. atrned was something more than 
this. He took the worid for his parish,’’ 
and wherever there was anything worth do- 
ing he was always ready and willing to 
do it, or at least to try to 
do it. His neld of labor and 
of usefulness extended far beyond the 
boundaries of hisown society, far beyond 
even the large circle of friends and acquaint- 
ances. He notonly preached the brother- 
hood of man, but he practiced it every day 
and encouraged others todo likewise. No 
good causefever appealed to him in vam; and 
he gave it not merely sympathy, but heartiest 
co-operation. A laay said, when she heard 
of hisuntimely death: He was an insp!- 
ration to me. Hegywas an ipspiration to 
many—to all, indeed, who knew him as he 
deserved to be known. The death of such a 
man, while still comparatively young, is a 
public calamity. I know of pope in St. Louis 
who will be more widely missed; none er- 
tainly, who will be more deeply lamented by 
os s. T. D.
